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ROCK CONCERT KILLS HUNDREDS WITH ‘BUCK ROGERS GUNS’ 


HOBOKEN, NJ (UPS)—An estimated 100 people 
were killed during the finale of a Penk Fluud con- 
cert last night. Authorities believe that the light 
show, which features twenty high energy laser 
cannons able to burn through six feet of steel 
reinforced concrete, may be related to the deaths. 

“We have good reason to assume that these Buck 
Rogers ray guns might have zapped those loopy 
dope smokin’ hippies,” said Chief Investigator Ray 
Whopps. “Then again, they might have been puffin’ 
on the same sort of weed, causing their doped-out 
minds to fry, just like in that commercial. All in all, 
[would call this a good message to send out to the 
youth of today—fast livin’ and rock and roll will kill 
you good and dead. Ray guns. I'd believe that when 
Ibelieve man actually landed on the moon.” 

“It was smokin’, man!” said witness Gorm 
Doobiehauser. “The bodies were twitchin’ and 
frying....it smelled like weiners, man!

Technician Rudy Flossit commented that the 
Jaser cannon mishap was a surprise. “Yeah, usu- 
ally only about twenty or thirty people get fried at 
these shows, so to nail a hundred of them was, well, 
cool.” 

Penk Fluud’s management, F.F.Meskoloid and 
Blood Clan, issued a statement this morning claim- 
ing no responsibility for the deaths, saying “those 
people could have coughed up the extra twenty-five 
dollars to get VIP seats, which were safely out of the 
line of fire. You get what you pay for, and the 
difference between seventy-five and a hundred 
bucks could have meant a human life.” 

The statement goes on to mention that had more 
people been willing to pay even more than a hun- 
dred dollars a ticket, they could have been “treated 
to the detonation of an atomic bomb at the end of 
the show. The only reason we didn’t do it was 
because we feared that we wouldn't have had enough 
money to cover the damage deposit on most of the 
venues.” 

The manufacturers of the laser cannons, 
Destructo Inc., refused to comment directly on the 
event, but a spokesperson did say that the cannons 
were originally destined for use in the American 
military's Star Wars project. “They scrapped the 
thing, so we had to make our money back somehow. 
We don’t care if it’s a fucking lunatic from Mars or 
some crazy rock and roll band, the colour of their 
money is the same to us.” 

General Avery Kluckenhussy of the US Army was 
present at the performance, denying he knew any- 
thing of the mishap and claimed to have been there 
only as a “fan of Penk Fluud.” Kluckenhussy did 
comment on the deaths saying, “There’s nothing 
that makes you prouder of America than our ability 
lo fry anything anywhere. Of course, I'm glad we 
didn't pick those cannons up. Only a hundred 
people? Shit, we've got stuff in space right now that 
could've taken out everybody in this 
Stadium...um....I gotta go.” 

The band refused to comment. The tour is con-

VEDDAH, COCAINE IN DEATH PACT? 


(AP) Police took grunge- 
tock singer Eddie Veddah 
into custody late Sunday 
night for questioning on 
the death of rival rocker 
Kurt Cocaine, who was 
found dead of an appar- 
ently self-inflicted 
chainsaw wound to the 
head a week ago. 

Spokesman say Veddah r 
fame under suspicion Kurt Cocaine 
when sweat samples taken from towels left back- 
Stage at a concert by Veddah band, Pearl Cram, 
Matched the perspiration traces on an unidenti- 
lied sleeping bag found with Cocaine’s body. 


“My guess is it was some kind of homosexual 
death pact gone wrong,” Detective Nat Lumley said. 
“That Cocaine guy wore dresses and stuff, you 
know.” 

Veddah was still being questioned by police and 
was unavailable for comment. 

Veteran rock critic David Fracke said that 
Cocaine’s suicide note supports the theory that 
Veddah killed Cocaine. 

“There are dozens of spelling and grammer er- 
rors, not to mention hoary cliche like, ‘It’s better to 
burn out than to fade away.’ This would be more 
consistent with Veddah’s songwriting style. that 
Cocaine’s.” 

Fracke also pointed out that a portion of Cocaine’s 
suicide note not released to the public contained 


the phrases, “Alive, whoa, 
I'm still alive,” and several 
references to “Jeremy, 
such a lonely boy.” 

“Alive” and “Jeremy” are 
songs from Pearl Cram’'s 
platinum album Nine. 

“Kurt and Eddie had a 
strange love/hate thing go- 
ing on,” Cocaine’s widow 
Courtney Dovey com- 
mented. “It wouldn't sur- 
prise me if something kinky 
got out of hand, but this is the first I've heard of it.” 

Police spokesmen say a press conference will be 
held Wednesday.
